the National Co-operative Development Corporation 
Act, 1962 (26 of 1962), the National Co-operative 
Development Corporation, with the previous sanction of 
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the Central Government, hereby makes the following 
regulations, namely : 

Short Title and Commencement 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the National 
Co-operative Development Corporation (Employees’ Pro- 
vident Fund) Regulations, 1964. 

(2) These regulations shall come into force at 
once. 

Definition 

2. In these regulations, unless the context otherwise 
requires; 

(a) ‘Act’ means the National Co-operative Deve- 
lopment Corporation Act, 1962 (26 of 1962); 

(b) ‘Accounts Officer' means the Accounts Officer 
of the Corporation; 

(c) ‘COMMITTEE’ means the Committee of 
Trustees constituted under clause (i) of regu- 
lation 4 for the ad min istration of the Fund; 

(d) ‘CONTINUOUS SERVICE' means uninter- 
rupted service and includes periods of leave 
on average or half average pay, and of service 
preceding and following the period of extra- 
ordinary leave, but not the period of extra- 
ordinary leave; 

(e) ‘CORPORATION’ means the National Co-ope- 
rative Development Corporation; 

(f) ‘EMPLOYEE’ means a person in the whole- 
time service of the Corporation but does not 
include a person on deputation or employed 
on daily wages; 

(g) ‘FAMILY’ means; 

(i) in the case of a male subscriber, the wife or 
wives and children of a subscriber, and the 
widow, or widows, and children of a deceased 
son of the subscriber; 

Provided that if a subscriber proves that his 
wife has been judicially separated from him or 
has ceased under the customary law of the 
community to which she belongs to be entitl- 
ed to maintenance, she shall henceforth be 
deemed to be no longer a member of the 
subscriber’s family in matters to which these 
regulations relate, unless the subscriber subse- 
quently intimates in writing to the Committee 
that she shall continue to be so regarded; and 

(ii) in the case of a female subscriber, the hus- 
band and children of a subscriber, and the 
widow or widows and children of a deceased 
son of a subscriber; 

Provided that if a subscriber by notice in 
writing to the Committee expresses her desire 
to exclude her husband from her family, the 
husband shall henceforth be deemed to be no 
longer a member of the subscriber’s family 
in matters to which these regulations relate, 
unless, the subscriber subsequently cancels 
such notice in writing. 

Note ; Child means a legitimate child, and includes an 
adopted child, where adoption is recognised 
by the personal law governing the subscriber; 

(h) 'Financial Adviser’ means the Financial 

Adviser of the Corporation; 

(i) ‘Fund’ means the National Co-operative Deve- 
lopment Corporation Employees’ Provident 

Fund; 

(j) ‘Pay’ includes substantive pay, personal pay 
and acting allowance, dearness pay; but does 
not include dearness allowance, local allow- 
ance, house-rent allowance, transfer allow- 
ance, travelling allowance, halting allowance 
or any other allowance and in the case of a re- 
employcd person, his pension; 

(k) ‘SECRETARY’ means the Secretary of the 
Corporation; 

(l) 'YEAR' means a financial year; 

Objects of the Fund 

3. The object of the fund is to encourage thrift 
amongst the employees of the Corporation and to pro- 
vide them on termination of their service with the Cor- 
poration with a sum of money which will be deter- 
mined according to these regulations. 


Administration of the Fund, Accounts and Audit 

4. (i) The Fund shall vest in and be administered 
by a Committee of Trustees comprising of the Secre- 
tary, Financial Adviser, Accounts Officer and two re- 
presentatives of the employees to be nominated by the 
Secretary and the Trust so constituted shall not be re- 
vocable save with the consent of all the beneficiaries. 

(ii) The Fund shall consist of contributions of the 
employer and the employees and of donations, if any 
received by the Committee, of accumulations thereof, 
and of interest credited in respect of such contributions, 
donations and accumulations, and of securities purchas- 
ed therewith, and of any capital gains arising from the 
sale, exchange, or transfer of capital assets of the Fund. 

(iff) All moneys belonging to the Fund shah be 
wholly invested either in securities of the nature specifi- 
ed in clauses (a), (b), (c), (d) or (e) of Section 20 
of the Indian Trusts Act, 1882 (2 of 1882), or in a 
Post Office Savings Bank Account in India. 

Provided that nothing in this sub-regulation shall 
affect the validity up to the time of maturity of any fix- 
ed deposit made with a Scheduled Bank before the com- 
mencement of these regulations. 

(iv) The Committee shall cause regular accounts to 
be kept of all its money and properties in respect of the 
affairs of the Fund of the Corporation. The accounts 
of the Fund shall be audited annually by the Comptrol- 
ler and Auditor General of India or by any person 
authorised by him in this behalf and any expenditure in- 
curred in connection with such audit sh all be payable 
by the Corporation to the Comptroller and Auditor 
General of India. The audited statement of accounts 
so certified by the Comptroller and Auditor General 
of India shall be placed at the meeting of the Com- 
mittee to be held not later than the 31st August in 
every year. A copy of such statement shall be made 
available to the subscriber as soon as may be after 
such meeting. 

The Comptroller and Auditor General of India or 
any person appointed by him in connection with the 
audit of the accounts of the fund shall have the same 
rights, privileges and authority in connection with such 
audit as the Comptroller and Auditor General has in 
connection with the audit of Government accounts and 
in particular shall have the right to demand the pro- 
duction of books, accounts, connected vouchers and 
other necessary documents and papers. 

The result of the audit shall be communicated by the 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India or any per- 
son authorised by him in this behalf to the Committee, 
who shall submit a copy of the audit report along with 
its observations to the Ministry of Community Develop- 
ment and Co-oporation, Government of India and to the 
Corporation. The Comptroller and Auditor General of 
India or any person authorised by him in this behalf 
shall also forward a copy of the report direct to the 
Ministry of Community Development and Co-operation, 
Government of India. 

Meetings of the Committee 

5. At overy meeting of the Committee, the Secretary, 
or in his absence the Financial Adviser or in the ab- 
sence of both of them, the Accounts Officer shall pre- 
side. The presence of at least three members shall be 
necessary to form a quorum for transaction of tho busi- 
ness. Each member shall have one vote and in case of 
equality of votes, the Presiding Officer shall have a cast- 
ing vote. 

Subscribers to the Fund 

6. Every employee of the Corporation shall subscribe 
to the Fund ; 

(a) in case of an employee, who has completed 
one year’s continuous service at the time of 
commencement of these regulations, from the 
date of such commencement; 

(b) in any other case, from the beginning of the 
month following that in which he completes 
one year’s continuous service. 

Rale of Subscription 

7. A subscriber shall subscribe monthly to the Fund 
at such rate of his pay (not being less than 8-1/3 per 
cent) as may be fixed by him from time to time and 
communicated to the Secretary in Form A. Such subs- 
cription shall be deducted by the Corporation from the 
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pay payable to the subscriber every month in amounts 
calculated to the nearest 50 nP. The Corporation shall 
make a contribution at a fixed rate as provided under 
regulation 9. 

Within the above limits, the subscriber may change 
the rate of subscription with effect from the 1st April 
of each year. The rate once fixed shall remain unalter- 
ed throughout the year. 

Subscription nf Subscriber on Leave 

8. The subscription of a subscriber absent on leave 
shall, during the period of such leave, be assessed 'on 
his leave pay but any such subscriber shall be at liberty 
to subscribe on the full amount of his pay provided 
notice in writing of his desire to do so is given by him 
not less than 14 days in advance of the first payment 
of his leave salary to the officer responsible for paying 

him- 

Corporation's Contribution 

9. Save as otherwise provided, the Corporation shall 
contribute to the Fund, every month, 8-1/3 per cent of 
the pay of each subscriber as employers’ contribution to 
the Fund. 

Interest 

10. The Corporation shall on the 31st day of March 
every year or as soon thereafter as is possible deter- 
mine and notify, with the approval of the Corporation 

(i) the rate at which interest shall be allowed during the 
year on all deposits standing to the credit of every' 
subscriber of the Fund, (ii) prepare an account of the 
total interest accrued and received on the investment 
of the Fund during the year and (iii) calculate the in- 
terest and credit the same to the account of the subs- 
criber in the Fund once a year on the 31st March, bas- 
ed on the monthly balance of each subscriber’s account 
during the preceding year. 

Maintenance of the Accounts of Subscriptions 

11. The Committee shall maintain separate accounts 
for each of the subscribers, showing the amount con- 
tributed by him, the sum added to it by the Corporation, 
the interest accrued thereon and the total amount stand- 
ing to his credit. A copy of such account in Form B 
and a certificate in Form C shall be supplied to each 
subscriber every year by the Committee. 

Entitlement to the Claim 

12. No subscriber nor any person claiming under or 
through him shall be entitled to claim payment from 
the Fund except as is expressly provided by these regu- 
lations. 

Entitlement of Sum in case, of less than 5 Years' 
Service 

13. No subscriber who has not completed five years’ 
active service (inclusive of any leave without pay) under 
the Corporation shall, subject to the provisions of regu- 
lations 14 and 16, be entitled to receive any further 
sum other than the amount of his own contributions to 
the Fund together with interest thereon up to the date 
of termination of his service and shall be entitled to 
receive that sum only, subject to deductions on account 
of claims of the Corporation, if any, against him under 
regulation 17. 

Discretion of the Corporation for Its Share 

14. If the service of a subscriber under the Corpora- 
tion terminates before completion of 5 years, owing to 
his death, illness, or incapacity for further service or 
other causes beyond the control of the subscriber, the 
Corporation may in its discretion, notwithstanding 
such earlier termination of service, direct the Corpora- 
tion’s share of the Fund with interest accrued thereon 
to be paid to the subscriber, or his heir or nominee as 
the case may be. 

In Case of Dismissal etc. 

15. Any subscriber who is dismissed from service or 
whose services are dispensed with lor any cause other 
than retrenchment, shall be entitled only to the payment 
of the amount of his own contribution with intciest 
accrued thereon. 

In Case of Resignation/ Retirement due to Illness 

16. Notwithstanding anything contained in regulation 
13, any subscriber who resigns or who retires owing lo 
continued illness with the permission of the Corporation 
shall be entitled to the full amount standing to the 


credit of his account in the Fund at the time of termina- 
tion of his service together with interest accrued 
thereon. 

Withholding Payment on Dismissal due to Mls-Conduct 
etc. 

17. If a subscriber is dismissed from service by the 
Corporation or if his services are dispensed with for mis- 
conduct or fraud causing pecuniary Joss to the Corpora- 
tion, the Corporation, in its discretion, may withhold 
payment of the amount standing to the credit of the 
subscriber’s account in the Fund and credit the same 
so as to set off the loss caused by his mis-conduct or 
fraud. 

In such cases the recoveries made by the Corporation 
shall be limited to the contributions made by it to the 
subscriber's account and to interest credited in respect 
of such contributions and accumulations thereof, in 
accordance with these regulations. 

Borrowing from the Fund and Recoveries 

18. (1) At the discretion of the Committee, a tem- 
porary advance may be granted to a subscriber on 
application, out of the amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund; subject to the following conditions :■ — 

(a) No advance shall be granted unless the Com- 
mittee is satisfied that the applicant’s pecu- 
niary circumstances justify it and an under- 
taking is given that it will be utilised on the 
following object or objects and not otherwise : 

(i) to pay expenses incurred in connection 
with the illness of the subscriber or any 
person of his family; 

(ii) to pay for the passage overseas of the 
subscriber or any member of his family; 

(iii) to pay expenses, on a scale appropriate to 
the subscriber’s status, in connection with 
marriages, funerals or any ceremonies 
which by the religion of the subscriber, 
it is obligatory on him to perform; 

(iv) to meet the expenditure on building or 
purchasing a house or a site for a house: 

Provided that such house or site is assign- 
ed to the Committee and the subscriber 
does not already own a house in his name, 
in the name of his wife/ her husband or 
his children wholly dependent on him ; 
Provided further that in the case of a 
subscriber whose income under the head 
“Salaries” docs not exceed Rs. 3,600 per 
annum, the Committee may at its discre- 
tion waive the condition that such a house 
or site shall be assigned to it and instead 
require as u condition that the subscriber 
shall not encumber or alienate the pro- 
perty in any manner, until such time that 
the advance is paid up. 

(v) to pay premia on policies of Insurance on 
the life of the subscriber or of his wife/ 
her husband: Provided that the policy is 
assigned in favour of the Corporation and 
deposited within six months with the Com- 
mittee and the premia receipts granted by 
the Insurance Company are produced for 
inspection from time to time : 

Provided further that the number of po- 
licies in respect of which the facility re- 
ferred to above is allowed shall not exceed 
four at a time and the premia shall not 
be payable otherwise than annual. 

(vi) to meet the cost of legal proceedings ins- 
tituted by or against the subscriber for 
vindicating his position in regard to any 
allegations made against him in respect of 
any act done or purporting to be done by 
him in the discharge of his official duty or 
to meet the cost of his defence when he 
is prosecuted by the Corporation in any 
court of law in respect of any official 
misconduct on his part ; 

Provided that no such advance shall be admissible to 
a subscriber, who institutes legal proceedings in any 
court of law either in respect of any matter unconnected 
with his official duty or against the Corporation in res- 
pect of any condition of service or penalty imposed on 
him by the Corporation. 

Note : (A) The amount withdrawn shall be paid in 
whole rupees rounded to the nearest rupee: 
(50 nP. counting as next higher rupee). 
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(B) Subscribers receiving such advances shall 
from the date of such advances forego 
all interest and other benefits in respect 
of the amount of such advances. 

(C) Notwithstanding the provisions of clause 
(g) of regulation 2, for the purpose of 
Sub-regulation (1) family means any of 
the following persons who are wholly de- 
pendent on the employee, namely : the 
employees’ wife/ husband, legitimate 
children, step children, parents, sisters 
and minor brothers; 

Provided that the subscriber’s wife/ husband 

is not disqualified under the provisions con- 
tained in sub-clause (i) or (ii) of clause (g) 

of regulation 2. 

(b) (i) Except for the purpose specified in clause 

(iv) or clauso (vi) of sub-regulation (1), 
no withdrawal shall exceed— 

(1) the pay of the subscriber for three 
months, or, in the case of withdrawal in 
connection with marriages as specified 
under clause (iii) or for the purpose spe- 
cified in clause (v) of the said sub-regula- 
tion, six months, at the time when the 
advance is granted, or (2) the total of 
the accumulation of exempted contribu- 
tions and exempted interest contained in 
the balance to the credit of the subscriber, 
whichever is less, 

(ii) In the case of withdrawal for the purpose 
specified in clause (v) of sub-regulation 
(1), the restriction imposed by clause (i) 
above shall apply to each withdrawal and 
not to total withdrawal : 

(iii) The withdrawal for the purpose specified 
in clause (iv) of sub-regulation (1) shall 
be permitted up to one-half of the amount 
standing to the subscriber’s credit or the 
actual cost of the houso and/or site, 
whichever is less. It shall, however, be 
subject to the following conditions : 

(a) that the subscriber should have completed 
25 years of service or is due to retire be- 
fore another 5 years. 

(b) that the construction of the house should 
be commenced within 6 months of the 
withdrawal and should be completed 
within one year from the date of com- 
mencement of construction. If the ad- 
vance is taken for repayment of loan pre- 
viously raised for the purpose, the repay- 
ment of the loan should be made within 
three months of the withdrawal of the 
advance. 

(c) that in the case of construction of a house, 
withdrawal should be permitted only in 
two or more equal instalments (not ex- 
ceeding four) one instalment being per- 
mitted only after verification by the Com- 
mittee about the actual utilisation of the 
earlier withdrawal, 

(d) that the advance shall be payable only if 
the house site and/or house is free from 
encumbrances. No advance shall be pay- 
able for purchasing a share in a joint 
property or building or house or land 
whose ownership is divided. 


(ii) A withdrawal may be permitted for the 
purpose specified in clause (v) of sub- 
regulation (1) notwithstanding that the 
sum withdrawn for any other purpose has 
not been repaid. 

(iii) Subsequent withdrawals for the purpose 
specified in clause (v) of sub-regulation 
(1) may be permitted notwithstanding 
that the sums previously withdrawn for 
the same purpose have not been repaid. 

(iv) A withdrawal for any one of the purposes 
of sub-regulation ( 1 ) other than those 
specified in clause (v) thereof may be 
permitted notwithstanding that the sums 
withdrawn for the purpose of clause (v) 
of the same sub-regulation have not been 
repaid. 

(v) A withdrawal for any one of the purpose 
of sub-regulation (1) other than (hose 
specified m clauses (iv) and (v) thereof 
shall be permitted notwithstanding that the 
sum withdrawn for the purpose of clause 

(iv) has not been repaid. 

Recoveries 

19. (1) An advance shall be recoverable from the 
subscriber in such number of equal monthly instalments 
as the Committee may direct but such number shall not 
be less than 12 and more than 24, unless the subscriber 
otherwise elects, to repay in lesser instalments. A 
subscriber may, at his option, repay more than one 
instalment in one month. Each instalment shall be in 
whole rupee, the amount of the advance being raised or 
reduced, if necessary, to admit of the fixation of such 
instalments : 

Provided that the advance in connection with marri- 
ages as specified in clause (iii) of sub-regulation (1) of 
regulation 18 shall be repayable in not more than forty 
eight equal monthly instalments. 

(2) Recoveries shall commence when the subscriber 
draws his salary for the full month for the first time 
after the advance is made or in the case of any subs- 
criber on leave without pay from the second monthly 
payment of salary made after his return to duty. 

Recovery shall not be made except with the subs- 
criber’s consent, while he is on leave other than ordinary 
leave on full average pay, or in receipt of subsistence 
grant. 

(3) (i) After the principal of the advance has been 

fully repaid, interest thereon shall be re- 
covered in the following month in the man- 
ner laid down in clause (7) of this Regula- 
tion. 

(ii) Whole of interest shall be recovered in the 
month after complete repayment of the prin- 
cipal and the interest so recovered shall be 
deposited to the subscriber’s account. 

(4) All recoveries made under this Regulation shall 
be credited to the subscriber’s account in tho Fund. 

(5) If more than one advance has been granted to a 
subscriber, each advance shall be treated separately for 
the purpose of recovery. 

(6) Where an advance is allowed for a purpose spe- 
cified in clause (iv) or clause (v) of sub-regulation (1) 
of regulation 18, the amount withdrawn need not to be 
repaid. 

(7) In respect of withdrawals made under these re- 
gulations which are repayable in the manner specified 
in column 1 of the table below, interest thereon shall be 

ayable as specified in the corresponding entry in column 
thereof. 


(e) that if the amount withdrawn exceeds the 
actual cost, the excess shall be refunded 
to the Committee forthwith in one lump 
sum, together with interest at the pres- 
cribed rate for being credited to the subs- 
criber’s account in the Fund. 

(iv) The withdrawal for the purpose specified 
in clause (vi) of sub-regulation (1) shall 
not exceed three months pay of the subs- 
criber or Rs. 500 whichever is more and 
shall in no case exceed half the amount 
to the credit of the subscriber. 

(2) (i) Save as in clauses (ii), (iii), (iv) and 

(v) of sub-regulation (1), a second with- 
drawal shall not be permitted until the 
sum first withdrawn with interest thereon 
has been fully repaid.

Provided that at the discretion of the Committee, the 
interest may be recovered on the amount withdrawn or 
the balance thereof outstanding from time to time at 1 
per cent above the rate which is payable for the time 
being on the balance in the fund at the credit of subs- 
criber. 

(8) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-regu- 
lation (1) and (2) ol regulation 18, it shall be open to 
the Committee to permit the withdrawal up to 90% 
of the amount standing at the credit of a subscriber, if 
the subscriber takes leave preparatory to retirement : 
Provided that if he rejoins duty on the expiry of his 
leave, he shall refund the amount so drawn together 
with interest at the prescribed rate. 

Interest to cease on termination of Service or Death 

of Subscriber 

20. Interest on all sums standing in the books of the 
Fund to the credit of a subscriber shall cease on the 
day on which he leaves the service of the Corporation 
or on the day of his death, 

Total Amount Payable 

21. The full amount standing to a subscriber’s credit, 
including his own and the Corporation’s contributions 
together with interest accrued thereon, shall be payable — 

(1) on the death of the subscriber, to his nominee. 
Or heir under regulation 23. 

(2) to the subscriber, on his retirement from the 
service of the Corporation, provided that he 
has — 

(a) completed five years’ service; or 

(b) established to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mittee that his retirement is necessitated 
by incapacity for further service. The 
accumulated balance due to a subscriber 
shall be payable on the date he ceases to 
be an employee of the Corporation. 

Closing of Subscriber’s Account 

22. A subscriber’s account shall be closed: 

(i) when he dies, on the day after the date of his 
death; 

(ii) when he quits service of the Corporation, from 
the day on which he quits the service. 

When subscriber’s account is closed, such amount, if 
any, as may be decided by the Corporation shall be 
added in respect to the portion of the year since the 
31st March preceding. 

No further interest shall be credited in respect of 
any period subsequent to that date. 

Nominations 

23. (i) Every subscriber shall, at the time of joining 
the Fund send to the Committee, a nomination confer- 
ring in the event of his death on one or more persons, 
the right to receive the amount that may stand to his 
credit in the Fund : 

Provided that if, at the time of making the nomina- 
tion the subscriber has a family, the nomination shall 
not be in favour of any person or persons other than the 
members of his family. 

(ii) If a subscriber nominates more than one person 
under sub-regulation (i) above, he shall specify in the 
nomination the amount of share payable to each of the 
nominees in such manner as to cover the whole of the 
amount that may stand to his credit in the Fund at any 
time. 

(iii) Every nomination shall be made in one of the 
Forms D, D-l, D-2 & D-3 annexed to these regulations 
as is appropriate in the circumstances. 

(iv) A subscriber may at any time cancel a nomina- 
tion by sending a notice, in writing, to the Committee. 

Provided that the subscriber shall, along with any 
such notice, send a fresh nomination made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this regulation. 

(v) A subscriber may provide in a nomination : 

(a) in respect of any specified nominee, that in the 
event of his predeceasing the subscriber, the 
right conferred upon that nominee shall pass 
to such other person or persons as may be 
specified in the nomination, provided that such 
other person or persons shall, if the subscriber 
has other members of his family, be such other 
member or members. 


(b) that the nomination shall become invalid in the 
event of the happening of a contingency spe- 
cified therein : 

Provided that if at the time of making the 
nomination the subscriber has no family, he 
shall provide in the nomination that it shall 
become invalid in the event of his subsequent- 
ly acquiring a family : 

Provided further that if at the time of mak- 
ing the nomination, the subscriber has only 
one member of the family, he shall provide 
in the nomination that the right conferred 
upon the alternate no min ee under sub-clause 
(a) shall become invalid in the event of his 
subsequently acquiring other member or mem- 
bers in his family. 

(vi) On the death of a nominee in respect of whom 
no special provision has been made in the nomination 
under clause (a) of sub-regulation (v) or on the occur- 
rence of any event by reason of which the nomination 
becomes invalid in pursuance of clause (b) of sub- 
regulation (v) or the proviso thereto, the subscriber 
shall immediately send to the Committee a notice in 
writing cancelling the nomination together with a fresh 
nomination made in accordance with the provisions of 
this regulation. 

(vii) Every nomination made and every notice of 
cancellation given by a subscriber shall, to the extent, it 
is valid, take effect on the date on which it is received 
by the Committee. 

Payment on Death of a Subscriber 

24. On the death of the subscriber ; 

(i) When the subscriber leaves behind a family — 

(a) If a nomination made by the subscriber 
in accordance with the provisions of re- 
gulation 23 in favour of a member or 
members of his family subsists, the 
amount standing to his credit in the fund 
or the part thereof to which the nomina- 
tion relates, shall become payable to his 
nominee or nominees in the proportion 
specified in the nomination; 

(b) If no such nomination in favour of a 
member or members of the family of 
the subscriber subsists, or if such nomina- 
tion relates only to a part of the amount 
standing to his credit in the Fund, the 
whole amount or the part thereof to 
which the nomination docs not relate, as 
the case may be, shall, notwithstanding 
any nomination purporting to be in favour 
of any person or persons other than a 
member or members of his family be- 
come payable to the members of his 
family in equal shares; 

Provided that no share shall be payable 
to : 

(1) sons who have attained majority; 

(2) sons of a deceased son who have attain- 
ed majority; 

(3) married daughters whose husbands arc 
alive; 

(4) married daughters of a deceased son 
whose husbands are alive; 

if there is any member of the family other 
than those specified in clauses (1), (2), 

(3) and (4) : 

Provided further that the widow or 
widows and the child or children, of a 
deceased son shall receive between them 
in equal parts only the share which that 
son would have received if he had surviv- 
ed the subscriber and had not attained the 
age of majority at the time of subscri- 
ber’s death. 

(ii) When the subscriber leaves no family. If a 
nomination made by him in accordance with 
the provisions of regulation 23, in favour of 
any person or persons subsists, the amount 
standing to his credit in the Fund or the part 
thereof to which the nomination relates shall 
become payable to his nominee or nominees 
in the proportion specified in the nomination, 
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Agreement to be Executed by Subscriber 

25. Every subscriber to the Fund shall execute an 
agreement in FORM ‘E’, 

Winding Up of the Fund 

26. In the case of dissolution of the Corporation, 
the Fund shall be wound up and the accumulated amount 
in the Fund shall be distributed amongst the subscribers 
in accordance with the amounts payable in their 
accounts. 

Residuary Powers 

27. For matters not provided in these regulations, 
the Committee may exercise such powers subject to the 
provisions of regulation 29 as may be necessary for the 
administration of the Fund. 

Expenses of the Fund 

28. Any loss to the Fund from any cause whatsoever 
and all other costs, charges and expenses relating to the 
administration of the Fund including the pay and allow- 
ances of the staff appointed for the purpose of adminis- 
tering the Fund shall be borne by and charged upon the 
Corporation. 

Powers to Alter > Repeal, etc. 

29. The Corporation may subject to the provisions 
of sub-section (3 ) of section 23 of the Act with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government add to, 
amend or vary or rescind any provisions of these re- 
gulations.

ADMINISTRATIVE MATTERS 

Although the Committee has succeeded judicially from 
the Highest Court of India, namely Supreme Court regard- 
ing its powers, privileges and functions under Dargah 
Khwaja Sahib Act, 1955, but the implementations of the 
provisions of the Act, Bye-laws and resolutions of the 
Committee passed thereunder, could not be effectively 
enforced in the absence of a penal clause in the Dargah 
Khwaja Sahib Act. There has been active opposition on 
behalf of the local elements against the reform and at 
times Dargah Administration found it very difficult to 
stop troublesome persons from delivering, political, com- 
munal, and other irresponsible kind of speeches in Dargah 
area, or to stop disorder and other undesirable activities 
of people opposed to reforms. 

Exploitation of visitors and pilgrims continues unabated 
and offerings meant for Dargah and for its allied institu- 
tions are openly solicited and accepted by Khadims within 
Dargah and when objections arc made by Dargah staff, 
organized resistance is offered. During Urs, Dargah desk 
kept in Begami Dalan was forcibly removed. Instances 
of tampering of Dargah offering Boxes are numerous. 
The Dargah Administration should therefore be armed 
with some sort of authority to cope with the ever increas- 
ing trouble. The question of the suitable amendment to 
the Act is an absolute necessity to safeguard Dargah 
interest and its endowment. I would therefore suggest 
that the Committee may very kindly take up this matter 
with the Central Government as early as possible and 
very seriously.

As usual Langar is distributed twice daily without 
distinction and special sweet langars are cooked and 
distributed during Urs and on certain festivals. Budgetted 
amount under this Head was Rs. 29,060/- and the actual 
amount spent was Rs. 25,080.38 nP. Out of the grant 
of the Charitable Trust of H. E. H. the Nizam, a sum 
of Rs. 5,000/- was added towards the expenses of Langer. 
The quantity and quality of the Langar cooked and 
distributed throughout the year was good. 

The number of poor persons receiving Langar varied 
from day to day but the average number of persons never 
decreased below 200 persons daily. The quantity of the

From the above figures it will be clear that the Khadims 
and Sajjadanashin were always allowed reasonable amounts 
towards their maintenance, personal needs and m the 
form of scholarships to their children and aid to widows 
in spite of the fact Aurangabad income has not been regu- 
lar or sufficient during the years noted above. 

ANNUAL URS 

During the year under review Urs commenced on 11th 
December, 1961 and concluded on 16th December. As 
usual special and elaborate arrangements were made by 
the Dargah Administration for the stay and comfort of 
pilgrims. The number of pilgrims who attended the 
Urs is reported to have exceeded 1,50,000. Special 
arrangements for extra camps for the pilgrims, was made 
and the entire area of Dargah Shareei was covered with 
Shamayanas and canopies. One way traffic was enforced, 
as in previous years to regulate the flow of traffic. Extra 
arrangements for light and water and sanitation were made 
on extensive scale. Special attention was paid towards 
medical aid to the pilgrims, The Dargah dispensary was 
adequately equipped and it rendered good and useful 
service. No deaths occurred during the Urs Fair by expo- 
sure. Langar was distributed in time and the quantity 
and quality of the food was good. 

Mahfils in the Samakhana were held as usual. The 
programmes were well regulated to the satisfaction of the 
pilgrims. Use of loud speaker was prohibited within the 
Dargah premises which was a great relief to the public. 

Municipal officials rendered excellent services during 
Urs. 

Railway and Postal authorities did their best to serve 
the pilgrims, Scout parties from Allahabad and Kanpur 
were very helpful. No political parties were allowed to 
deliver any political or communal speeches with the result 
that this year’s Urs celebrations were orderly. 

DARGAH COMMITTEE MEETING 

The Dargah Committee held three Meetings during the 
vear under review. The Committee continued to take 
keen interest in the affairs of the Dargah. The Dargah 
Administration was fortunate in getting full co-operation 
of the members of the Dargah Committee and the able 
guidance of the President in Dargah administration was a 
source encouragement and improvement.

3. Para 16J/|R 58-59, Para 3 I\R 60-61 sale of Land 
78 Sq. yards of land (Khata No. 1167, Khasra No. 3013) 
was stated to have been taken possession of by P.W.D. 
and as such this could not be handed over to Shri Benja- 
man, to whom the full one Bigha of land was sold. 
Consequently he paid less than 70 Sq. yards. It was 
stated that the case regarding the recovery of compensa- 
tion of 78 yards of land taken by P.W.D. was in the 
court of S.D.O. Ajmer. Further progress in the matter 
may be intimated to audit. 

Para 8|/R 60-61 Idle Bank Accounts. 

4, It was pointed out in the last I/R that small sums 
were kept in two banks one with the Central Bank of 
India for Rs. 90' 18 and the other with the State Bank of 
India for Rs. 282 there have been no transaction since 
1958 and these accounts unnecessarily involve payment 
of half yearly bank charges and need to be closed. The 
suggestion of the Audit was agreed to by Nazim. The 
accounts havo, however, not so far been closed. Imme- 
diate action needs to be taken in the matter without 
further delay. 


During the period under review Dargah staff worked 
hard and well. Audit of Dargah Account for the year 
f960-61 was carried out and no serious irregularity of 
any kind was detected. 


Accounting system is now on proper lines. Care were 
taken to ensure that Dargah funds were properly utilized. 
Extra staff was recanted owing to the pressure of work 
so on after the judgment of the Supreme Court and the 
reduction will be carried out as soon as the circumstances 
permit.

PART II (CURRENT AUDIT) 

LOANS AND ADVANCES TO EMPLOYEES AND 
OTHERS 

5. A statement showing the position of outstanding 
loans and advances to the Dargah employees and others 
may be seen at Annexure ‘A’. In this connection, the 
following observations are made : — 

(a) No rules have been framed for regulating the 
grant of loans and advances to the Dargah 
employees. An office order issued in 1954 
laid down certain conditions for the grant of 
such loans and advances but neither those 
conditions are being observed in practice at 
the time of grant of loans, perhaps, that 
order can be validly applicable after the for- 
mation of Dargah Committee under an Act 
of parliament in 1956. Rules on the subject 
may be framed and got approved by the Dar- 
gah Committee. 

(b) Loans were given to staff temporarily em- 
ployed during URS. These were not subse- 
quently recovered even when the services of 
the emolovees were terminated (e.g. S. No. 
2, 4, 5, 17, 18). Steps mav be taken to 
recover these amounts and if irrecoverable, 
sanction of the Dargah Committee be obtain- 
ed for write off. 

(c) Advances have been given to outsiders (e.g. 
S. No. 12, 13, 14. 26 & 27) which have not 
been recovered since long. It was stated 
that though shown as advances, these were 
not meant to be recovered. If so, there was 
no purpose in showing these as advance. Any 
way, sanction of the Dargah Committee may 
now be obtained from the payment of the 
amount. 

(d) It was stated that all loans and advances 
granted to the employees are meant to be 
recovered within the same year. From the 
annexure (S. No. 1, 3, 8, 9, 10, 19 etc.) it 
shall be seen that not only this is not being 
done, but in certain cases, loans are given 
even before the last loan has been cleared. 
As suggested above, rules may be framed on 
the subject to regulate such loans. 


Para 7-9|R 57-58 Para 4-9|9|R 58-59, Para 29|R 
60-61 listing of Tosha Khana Valuables. 

2, It has repeatedly been pointed out by Audit during 

the last few years that the listing of Tosha Khana Valu- 
ables held in charge of Khadim Haft Bari (7 families) 
should be done. This could not be done previously as 
the very right of Ihe Dargah Committee to administer 
the Dargah affairs had been challenged in the court by 
the Khadims. This was decided in favour of the Com- 
mittee in 3/61, The listing of valuables has still not 
been done. It was stated that this was due to the fact 
that all the seven Khadims are required to be present 
before the valuables can be listed and this could not be 
ensured due to one or the other Khadim having gone to 
Pakistan or falling sick. As the listing of these valuables 
has never been done so far, so that the Committee knows 
what it possesses. The committee may consider best to 
do so, so that the valuables are accounted far. 


(e) A sum of Rs. 14,622/2/- is outstanding to- 
wards the Dargah lawyer. This is due to the 
fact that during the last 4 years, only advances 
have been given to the lawyer and the account 
has been rendered by the lawyer, which was 
under scrutiny of the Officer. This mav be 
finalized early. y

7, Out of the total purchase of Barley weighing 
Mds. 777-Srs. 6-Chh. 4 and wheat weighing 140 Mds,- 
13 Srs.-8 Ch., a quantity of 31 Mds. -18 Srs.-lO Ch. of 
barley and 3 Mds. 15 Srs, and 8 Ch. of wheat was ac- 
counted for as wastage/ shortage etc. and the quantity of 
grain in hand reduced to that extent. Similar reductions 
were noticed last year also and it was suggested that the 
reduction constitutes a write otf and may be got regu- 
larized by the sanction of the Committee. This has not 
been done so far and may be done for the last as well 
as this year’s shortages, 

NON-DISPOSAL OF UNECONOMIC AGRICUL- 
TURAL FARM OF THE D ARC AH 

8. Following are the figures of Income and expenditure 
for the last 2 years of the Agriculture farm of the

From a perusal of the above, it shall be seen that the 
income is always less than the estimates and expenditure 
more than that further the farm has been a source of 
increasing loss to the Dargah every year. Considering 
this fact, the Dargah Committee had resolved vide resolu- 
No. 8, dated 7-4-62 that the Farm being an uneconomic 
holding should be disposed off. Early steps may please be 
taken to carry out the resolution of the Dargah Committee. 

PURCHASE OF GOLD AND DEFENCE BONDS 

9. The gold (weighing 200 Tolas, 7 Masha and 3 
Rattis) with the Dargah and Rs. 1,00,000/- in cash were 
stated to have been given to the Collector and the City 
Magistrate for investment in Gold and Defence Bonds 
respectively. The bonds when received may be intimated 
to Audit. 

NON-DISPOSAL OF UNCURRENT/DAMAGED 
COINS AND NOTES 

10. The total misc. Income was shown to be 
Rs. 7593.03 during the year 1961-62. A scrutiny of the 
details indicated that as such as Rs. 7398.84 represented 
the undisbursed amount under various heads of expendi- 
ture which had earlier been charged as final expenditure. 
Similarly a sum of Rs. 100/- received as security deposit 
from a Contractor was accounted for under the head 
Misc. Income. Due to such wrong classifications, the 
figures of both income and expenditure have been inflated. 
This should be avoided in future so that the figures repre- 
sent tho correct state of accounts. 

EXCHANGE OF PAKISTANI CURRENCY, NOTES 
AND COINS 

12. Out of the Pakistani currency notes laying with 
the Dargah, currency notes worth Rs. 50/- were purchased 
by Shri Molid, Yunas, an employee of the Dargah for 


an equal amount of Indian Currency notes. It was stated 
that he required these in connection with sending relative 
of his to Pakistan and that in exchange did not involve 
any infringement of the provisions of Foreign Exchange 
regulation such notes/ coins still lying with the Durgah on 
31-3-62 was Rs. 752.04 and of Pakistani postal order 
worth Rs. 54/-. Action may be taken to deposit in 
Reserve Bank for exchange of the Notes, coins and order 
provision for the employment of Extra stall during 'URS’. 

13. As against the provision of Rs. 2000/- in the budget 
during the'year, the expenditure was Rs. 6,894.31 under 
this head. A scrutiny of the expenditure indicate that 
the extra staff was employed not only during ‘Urs’ but 
some were retained all the year round. Month-wise 
expenditure on this account is given below. It is suggest- 
ed that if additional stall for the office is required all the 
year round, sanction of the Dargah Committee be obtained 
new posts instead of the payment being made from under 
the above head.

No. I 4900/ G — In exercise of the powers conferred 
under Sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 154 of the Coal 
Mines Regulations, 1957 and in partial modification of 
this Office Notification No. 32948G, dated the 30th 
September 1961, I, the undersigned, hereby require that 
every depillaring area in a mine shall be provided with 
suitable flood lighting as below : 

(a) In mines other than those to which Regulations 
122(2) and 144 apply, by providing every such area 
with a cluster of six 100-watt bulbs placed at a distance 
of about 6-7 metres from the area to be illuminated. A 
suitable reflector (preferably of matt surface) should be 
used so that glare is minimised, 

(b) In mines to which Regulations 122(2) and 144 
apply, by providing a cluster of not Jess than 15 — 20 
cap safety lamps placed on a suitable stand in the area. 
These lamps should be in addition to the lamps carried 
by individual workmen.
